Mr. began by saying there were several points I had raised the 
previous day that he’d thought over, spoken of to Mr* Haas, or looked 
up. He began by reading from a mem® which he didn’t show me and which 
he didn’t read verbatim, consisting of chronological notes of 
communications showing how he instructed that no public knowledge 
be allowed to get to Switzerland or Germany. After continuing on 
this for some time he went to the question of royalties. He said that 
on the previous day he had declined t© answer my question about 
how much was sent to Germany because he considered this none of any- 
body’s business, aid I conceded he was under no compulsion to 
give me the figures, pointing out, however, that the best way to 
prove the amounts were as small as he claimed was to show them and 
let them speak for themselves. He again declined. He said that the 
royalties paid for the use of the German patents covering Plexiglas 
were less than half of all the royalties they paid. He admitted 
paying royalties to I.G. for use of tanning processes, but declined 
to state the amounts, repeating that they, too, were small. 

Mr, K, supported warmly the bill introduced by Sen Davis ( SJRes 304) 
which would prov&dethat royalties due German concerns be paid to the 
US treasury, whence it would pay off similar German debts to US 1 
citizens. 

In explaining the long list of patent assignments of which I had 
sfcsked him the day before he said that his story then, from memory, 
based upon his knowledge of policy, was substantially correct, but 
he added that there had feeen sort of a pool (his word) set up 
with R&HAG, and that there had been many incomplete assignmarfits, ete., 
which this wound up. He thought the arrangement could be called a 
swapping arrangement. They had gotten the right*sd£, R&HAG patents 
for the US and they gave R&HAG the European ar rarfgem os %a for their 
patents, of which he said there had been some, but .hot as many. They 
also paid R&H royalties. This arrangement was made in 1934 or 1935# 

Mr. K. had spoken to Mr. Haas, who told him that the R&HAG was being 
run by R’s children, a boy and a girl, or man and woman. 

Mr. K. and Mr. G. admitted the shipment of varied product to the 

South American market when I asked them if they had a photo of 
some of the things, such as torpedo boats of Tego-bonded plywood 
o¥“ airplanes . They had none showing the destination, they said, but 
the photos of these products would be the same as thosethey gave me. 

Mr. K. was a bit more at easy that yesterday, but still not completely 

comfortable. He again tried to find out what kind of a story I was 
going to write, asked me leading questions, ma_jie statements calculated 
to get answers, etc., but made no committments, except to say that 
I didn’t believe they were any worse than any other corporations 
who did the same thing. He visualizes a story on plastics in the national 
defense, and I said my interest was chiefly in the national -defense 
aspect of the material I was collecting. However, I did net tell him 
what he was obviously trying to get me to way, that I was not going 
to say anything about the Nazi connections of his companies, ete. 

H© also reemphasised that there was' no superiority, or inferiority
